SEPTEMBER, 1936—Long will this day be remembered by the class of '40, 
for at this time we entered the walls of Hillsboro High School as freshmen. 
This year was practically uneventful as it took us almost the whole year to 
find our way around and to get from one class to another without going into 
the wrong class. 


As ‘‘gay young sophomores” we lived up to our name. Mr. Breeze and Miss
